I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report 


The  general  health  of  the  Boroijgh  during  the  year 
continued  satisfactory. 

The  number  of  deaths  declined  from  4^1  to  430,  giving 
a  death  rate  of  11,4  pe^r  thousand,  as  compared  v/ith  11,5  for  England  and 
Wales. 


There  vvas  a  reduction  in  Cancer  mortajLity  from  8l  cases 
to  69,  v/hilst  heart  disease  was  the  cause  of  I58  deaths  -  one  less  than  in 
1951»  Both  these  diseases  continue  to  be  the  chief  causes  of  death.  There 
is  little  doubt  that  many  cases  of  heart  disease  are  aggravated  by  the 
strains  and  stresses  of  modem  society. 

Deaths  from  respiratory  diseases  Influenza,  Pneimionia 
and  Bronchitis  numbered  38  -  almost  half  the  previous  yearns  mortality 
when  there  were  70. 


Diphtheria  incidence  was  again  completely  absent  in  the 
Borough,  Sustained  propaganda  work  by  health  visitors  etc.  in  the  field 
of  immunisation  played  its  part  in  this  immunity  and  much  credit  is  due 
to  them  for  their  efforts. 

Although  Scarlet  Fever  cases  rose  from  45  to  73 >  there 
v/as  no  death.  There  Y/as  a  welcome  decline  in  Measles  notifications  from 
647  to  183,  but  Whooping  Cough  mth  124  cases  (compared  with  4I)  v/as  more 
prevalent.  There  was  no  death  from  either  of  these  infections.  One  case 
of  Poliomyelitis  va.s,  confirmed  during  the  year.  The  patient  made  a  good 
recovery.

Laboratory  Facilities 

Examination  of  clinical  material  (sputum,  sv/abs  etc.)  is 
carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Royal  Infirmary, 
Worcester,  as  are  also  consumer  samples  of  milk,  water  and  ice-cream. 
Producer  samples  of  milk  and  Y/ater  are  examined  bacteriologically  by  the 
County  Laboratory,  ./orcester,  in  addition  to  all  chemical  samples  of  food, 
drugs  and  water.

The  Y/ater  supply  to  the  area  of  the  Borough  of  Stourbridge 
is  controlled  by  the  Stourbridge  &  District  Water  Board,  The  Board  \ms 
constituted  by  Act  of  Parliament  in  I909  and  is  conposed  of  tw'elve  members 
nominated  by  the  Borough  of  Stourbridge  and  the  Urban  District  Councils  of  • 
iijnblecote  and  Brierley  Hill,  It  operates  three  pumping  stations,  two  of 
Y/hich  are  situated  in  the  Urban  District  of  iunblecote  and  the  third  in 
Brierley  Hill  Urban  District, 

At  each  of  the  punping  stations  there  are  tv/o  boreholes; 
these  are  tube  protected  for  part  of  their  full  depth  and  generally 
penetrate  into  the  upper  Bunter  Sandstone,  middle  Bunter  and  Pebble  Beds  of 
the  Lov/er  Bunter  Sandstone.  The  Yvhole  of  the  supply  is  pumped  into  two 
■vrell  defined  areas  of  supply,  the  high  level  and  the  low  level.  The  high 
level  area,  the  consumption  of  i/hich  averages  400,000  gallons  per  day  is 
normally  supplied  by  the  Coalboumbrook  Pumping  Station,  and  a  Standby  is 
available  at  Mill  Meado'.7  Station,  Additional  pumping  plant  is  on  order 
for  this  Station  to  satisfy  the  groYong  demand  and  development  in  the 
High  Level  areas.  Both  these  Stations  are  in  AmbHocote.  A  balance  tank 
for  this  area  is  available  at  i/yohbuiy  Hill  and  has  a  capacity  of 
330,000  gallons. 

It  is  in  the  Lcty  Level  area  of  supply  that  the  major 
part  of  the  Borough  of  Stourbridge  is  situated.  The  censuraption  in  this 
area  is  in  the  region  of  1,300,000  gaAlons  per  day  averaged  throughout  the 
year,  and  is  normally  supplied  now  by  the  Tack  Lane  Pumping  Station, 

This  Station  has  been  in  full  operation  since  January  1948,  and  has 
provided  a  bountiful  supply  of  "v/ater  of  a  much  softer  quality  than  has 
hitherto  been  available  in  the  a3?ea. 

IX  Duplicate  pumping  plant  for  the  Tack  Lone  Station  has 
now  been  convicted  and  is  available  for  operational  use. 

Standby  plant  is  available  at  Coalbournbrook  Pumping 
Station  and  at  Mill  MeadoY/  for  the  supply  of  the  Lo’//  Level  area, 

A  balance  tank  of  300,000  gallons  capacity  is  situated 

at  Doctors'  Hill, 
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Drainage  and ev/erage 


The  main  sewers  in  the  Stourbridge  area  are  under  the 
control  of  otourbridge  Main  Drainage  Board.  The  sevrers  in  Lye 
and  ./ollesoote  area  are  under  the  control  of  the  Upper  Stour  Valley 
Sewerage  Board. 

The  sewage  is  conveyed  to  the  './hittington  seivage  farms 
belonging  to  these  Boards  and  is  treated  on  the  Broad  Irriga.tion 
principle.

There  one  case  (in  August)  notified  during  the  year  - 

a  boy  of  four  years  of  age^  v/ho  was  affected  Ydth  paralysis  in 
the  right  leg.  Except  for  a  very  slight  limp,  the  child  made  a 
good  recovery. 

Scarlet  Feve^ 

Seventy  three  cases  v^ere  notified,  compared  with  43  in  ’the 
previous  year.  Generally  the  incidence  was  of  a  mild  type  and 
there  s/ere  no  deaths. 

Food  Poisoning 

Only  one  case  '..'as  notified.  Investigation,  hoYfever,  failed 
to  reveal  the  source  of  infection. 

DJPHTHaRRx  IM.'miS.:.TION 

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  'was  maintained  at  a 
satisfactory  level  during  the  year. 

Some  429  children  of  pre-school  age  and  4I  oi  school  age 
completed  their  primary  treatment,  whilst  644  children  received 
re-inforcing  injections. 

Again  it  is  pleasing  to  record  that  the  Borough  vra.s  completely 
free  from  Diphtheria  during  the  year.  P'or  this  immunity  much 
credit  is  due  to  the  health  visitors  &c.  for  their  sustained 
propaganda  work  -./'ith  parents.

During  the  year  the  apparatus  for  measuring  atmospheric 
pollution  y/as  in  operation,  and  in  addition  to  the  Smoke  Filter, 
Deposit  G-auge  and  Lead  Peroxide  instrument,  three  more  Lead 
Peroxide  instruments  were  provided  and  placed  in  different  parts 
of  the  Borough. 

Great  inprovements  have  taken  place  in  the  reduction 
of  smoke  emission  from  three  industrial  premises  which  had  been 
causing  some  concern.

Public  Cleansing  is  under  the  control  of  the  Borough

There  a.re  four  Tips  in  the  Borough,  and  refuse  disposal 
is  carried  out  by  "controlled"  tipping  mainly  at  Wollaston  and 
lye,  y/ith  a  reserve  Tip  at  Lye  in  case  of  emergency.  Covering 
material  is  readily  available  at  both  these  Tips  and  no  fires 
have  occurred.  Systematic  treatment  with  Gammexane  Dust  have 
kept  cricket  infestation  dovm  to  practically  nil. 

Refuse  is  collected  yreekly.  All  vehicles  used  in 
the  collection  are  "S.D,  "  freighters,  i,7ith  the  addition  of  a 
smaiJL  "Scammell"  used  for  market  and  shop  collections.

There  are  also  Clubs  and  organisations  in  the  Borough 
which  have  helped  needy  cases  by  suppl;>ing  them  with  warn 
underclothing  after  discharge  from  sanatorium  and  v/arm  sleeping 
attire  prior  to  entry  into  sanatorium. 

The  Committee,  which  met  three  times  during  the  year,  has 
amongst  its  members  representatives  from  the  Borough  Council, 
the  County  Medical  Officer's  Depantment,  vT.  S. ,  the  Nursing 
Association  and  your  Public  Health  Deparmbment . 

I  should  again  like  to  talco  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  thanks  to  the  Members  of  this  Committee  for  the  help  they 
have  given  me  and  to  the  Members  of  the  Housing  Lettings 
Committee  of  the  Council  for  their  proimptness  in  dealing  v/ith 
cases  brought  to  their  notice  through  Mr.  Bayiis,  the  Housing 
Officer.
